Notice is hereby given that the Kansas Department of
Health and Environment (KDHE) is soliciting comments
regarding a proposed air quality construction permit.
HollyFrontier El Dorado Refining, LLC (HFEDR) has
applied for an air quality construction permit in accor-
dance with the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-300 for the
debottlenecking project at their refinery located at 1401
Douglas Rd., El Dorado, KS 67042 in Butler County,
Kansas. Emission of oxides of nitrogen (NOx), carbon
monoxide (CO), volatile organic compounds (VOC),
sulfur dioxide (SO,), particulate matter (PM), PM equal
to or less than 10 microns in aerodynamic diameter
(PMy,), PM equal to or less than 2.5 microns in aerody-
namic diameter (PM,s) and greenhouse gases (GHG),
as carbon dioxide equivalent (CO.e), were evaluated
during the permit review process.

The proposed permit is to be issued in accordance
with the provisions of K.A.R. 28-19-350, Prevention of
Significant Deterioration (PSD) which adopt the feder-
al standards, procedures, and requirements of 40 CFR
52.21 by reference. These air quality regulations apply
to major stationary emission sources located in areas
designated as “attainment” under the federal Clean Air
Act (CAA). Attainment areas are areas where the air
quality meets or is better than the national ambient air
quality standards (NAAQS).

The PSD regulations require evaluation of emission re-
duction techniques to identify the best available control
technology (BACT) for each regulated pollutant, includ-
ing GHG, for which the emission rate exceeds the PSD
significant level. The purpose of BACT is to affect the
maximum degree of reduction achievable, taking into ac-
count energy, environmental, and economic impacts for
each pollutant under review. Evaluation of the estimated
emissions increases for the debottlenecking project indi-
cates that the emission rates of NOy, CO, VOC, SO,, PV,
PM,y, PM,5, and GHGs (as CO,e) exceed the significance
levels. HFEDR conducted the required BACT analyses
and KDHE concurs with their findings.
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An ambient air quality impact analysis was performed
on the air emissions of PM;, PM,s;, NOy, SO,, CO, and
Ozone (O;) from the debottlenecking project. The anal-
ysis demonstrated no significant impact on ambient air
quahty for PMlg, PM2‘5, NOX, SOz, CO, and O3.

On September 26, 2019, this project established the mi-
nor source baseline dates for both PM,; and PM,,. This
will be the first PSD increment consuming source in But-
ler County. Increment modeling results indicated maxi-
mum increment consumption as follows: 52% for annual
NO,, 29% for 3-hour SO,, 98% for 24-hour SO,, 10 % for
annual SO,, 42% for 24-hour PM,,, 7% for annual PM,,,
65% for 24-hour PM, s, and 21% for annual PM, .

No assessment of visibility impacts at a Class I area
was performed by the facility because there are no Fed-
eral Class I areas located within 300 km of the proposed
facility. The facility did a visibility impact analysis for a
local Class II area, Captain Jack Thomas El Dorado Air-
port (El Dorado Airport). The El Dorado Airport is locat-
ed approximately 5.25 kilometers southeast of HFEDR.
The results indicate that there are exceedances for the sky
and the terrain inside and outside the El Dorado Airport
area. Thus, Level 2 VISCREEN analysis was conducted
for El Dorado Airport. The results for Level 2 indicate
that there are no exceedances of the screening criteria in-
side or outside of the El Dorado Airport. Therefore, there
are no potential visibility impacts for El Dorado Airport
that would require additional analysis.
